A movement among Chicago N-rwegians 
for the rehabilitation of the viking ship, a 
part of the Field museum exhibit in Jackson 
park, was started last evening ata dinner of 
the Norwegian club of Chicago at the Tavern 
restaurant, 165 Washington street. The din- 
ner was given in honor of Oscar H. Haugen, 
consul for Norway, who was initiated as a 
member of the club. 

A committee, headed by Johan Borge, pres- 
ident of the club, was appointed to act in co- 
operation with Consul Haugan in bringing 
the matter to the attention of the museum 
authorities. 

Complaint was made that the ship, de 
clared to be one of the finest specimens ‘of 
viking ehipe extant, was neglected, and that 
if allowed.to remain under present conditions 
the craft would be destroyed within a few 
years.

“There have been big improvements in 
the police department, though, and it’s get- 
ting better all the time. You don't see as much 
drunkenness among policemen as in the old 
days.

I don’t put my- 
self up as a saint, but I don’t know of one 
act during my forty-four years on the police 
force that I regret. I feel as if I would like 
to remain a while longer, because I am fully 
capable of attending to the duties of lockup

The 
first of Mr. McCormick's articles, on Some 
European Ports, ss published ‘herewith. 


‘BY R. RX M’CORMICE. ...« 

The first European port that I visited was 
Fishguard. on the west coast of Wales: This 

rt differs from almost every other port of 

urope in that it is not a port of an old eit. 
It is. on the oontrary, a railroad terminal 
which has been constructed within the last 
decade by the Great Western railway com- 
pany for its own use. 

The harbor Hes on an open coast and not 
in an estuary, bay. or river, as is usual With 
English ports: A headland protects the har- 
bor from north and northeast winds, but the 
otean. lay open to the south and Vest and an 
artificial breakwater had to be built to pro- 
tect this exposure. Back of this breakwater 
Ea large open barbor in which the largest 
vessels can maneuver and in which. they 
enchor. 

At present only moderate sized ships go up 
to the pier, but when some contemplateq m- 
provements are completed the largest ‘véx- 
gels can tie up to the pier. Large stéamers 
now anchor in the open harbor and discharge 
their passengers. mail and cargo by lighters. 


‘Adopted as Port with Reluctance. 

Fishguard ie the main port ‘of the Cunard 
line, but one which the Cunard company has 
adopted with reluctance, Formerly the 
Cunard and White Star lines sailed to and 
from Liverpool and controHed the better part 
of the American traffic. The French and 
German lines stopped at Southampton and 
Cherbourg and gave shcrter. passages to the 
objective points of the American traveler— 
Londcn and Paris. 

The superiority of the English lines main- 
tained them for a long time. but little by littie 
the hurry of the American traveler turned 
the tide fo their competitors. Firet the White 
Star line deserted Liverpool for Southamp- 
ton. and now the Cunard line uses Fishguard 
for European pound travelers, although it 
still starts its return journey from Liverpool. 

The pier at Fishguard is splendidly equipped 
and will furnish an excellent example for 
Chicago when Chicago builds its harbor at 
the mouth of the Chicago river.

Kae Old Building After Holidays. 

: The old structure at State and Madison 


streets, which for years has been one of the 
landmarks of the shopping district, will be 


. torn down to make room for the new edifice. 


One ot the features of the new structure 
will de the ventilating system of the lower 
floors. After a conference with Health Com- 
missioner William A. Evans, the ahchitectg, 
Holabird & Roche; made provision for 2,000 
cubie teet of fresh air an hour for each per- 
gon in the basement and lower floors. This 
will guarantee a contifuous supply of fresh 
air to the employés and shoppers, and is in 
accordance with the most approved sangtary 
and health authorities. 

The bullding will front 150 feet in State 
street and the same in Madison street. Man- 
del Brothers now either own or control under 
ninety-nine year Jeases all the property oc- 
cupled by them. The real estate values in- 
volved probably will exceed all transactions 
yet recorded in loop district property.

Dealers Hesitate to Enter Week with 
Heavy Commitments.

New York Oct. 20.—[Special.}—Trading 
on the stock exchange today was dominated 
by professionals to whom the counter at- 
trations offered in the aviation meet and the 
various football games in and near the city 
were without appeal. The market was under 
pressure from this source throughout, and at 
the close registered losses of a point or so in 
the active railroad and industrial stocks, the 
list Including Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
and St. Paul among the railroads and United 
States Steel in the industrial section. 
Various explanations were forthcoming for 
the trend of the dealings; the traders assert- 
ed that they were higtily disappointed by 
the action of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in postponing until March next the 
effectiveness of a number or rates advanced 
by the western railroads as well as by the 
evidence of continued duliness in the steel 
trade offered by reported closing of the im- 
portant Sbaron plants of one of the Steel 
corporation's subsidiaries. 


Some Still Fear Elections. 

There also was an unmistakable proof of 
the indisposition of the seasoned operators 
to enter the present week with heavy com- 
mitments. The pre#lection markets natural. 
ly are confused, and in the present case there 
still exists the possibility of a scare, 
which so far has failed to materialize, al- 
though it is an almost invariable accompani- 
ment of political campaigns. 

Among the day's developmenta, aside from | 
the bank statement, were the publication of | 
several important railroad earnings state- 
ments for the month of September, including 
those for the Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific, which disclosed heavy net losses, fol- 
lowing even larger gross gains, thus confirm- 
ing the recent tendency of railroad revenues 
and the wide break on the cotton exchange. 


Bank Statements Are Good. 

In neither the actual nor the average bank 
statement was the estimated cash loss of the 
banks on the currency movements of the 
week borne out. 

The actual figures, which are those for 
Friday night, of course, reported a loss of 
84.222.000 in specie and a gain of $4,341,000 
in legal tenders where a shrinkage of above 
$6,000,000 in the cash items as a whole had 
been foreshadowed. Even this smaller loss 

was offset by the shrinkage of $7,414,000 in 
the deposits and $4.688,000 in loans, for the 
decrease in the reserves amounted to only 
$1,027,000. 

The banks have thus weathered favo 
the second week following the advance in 
Bank of England's discount rate, and an en- 
couraging sign for the future is found in the 
easier trend of the foreign exchange market, 
where demand sterling today dropped 10 
points following its _ of %c on Friday.

Massenet's Thais,“ the fourth of the nov- 
elties promised us by the Chicago opera, of- 
fers pleasing contrast to Strauss’ sensational 
„Salome, Which was discussed last week. 
Not that it is lacking ip elements that might 
be objected to by the person unacquainted 
with traditions of the Opera and its associated 
literature. Thais is no saint to begin with, 
though the opera records the accomplishment 
of her salvation. However, that record is 
less concerned with a moral lesson than with 
the task of pleasing and entertaining the 
listener. 

The wit of the boulevards who dubbed Jules 
Massenet Mlle. Wagner” because of the 
French composer's enthusiastic adoption of 
the leit motif principle, may well have had 
his opera Thais in mind. As well that as 
any other, because the music touches the 
action lightly, gracefully, prettily, like the 
gentle hand of a fair woman. 

Sufficient contact is maintained for the pur- 
pose of intelligibility, by a few themes that 
reflect the mood intended deftly, if obviously. 
Symphonic development of these themes after 
the manner of Wagner, the composer has 
considered superfluous, a circumstance which 
will bring joy to the hearts of all lovers of 
a frank and undisguised tune, while the mu- 
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wicked priestess of the cult of Venus,“ and 
in a long aria he recites her crimes against 
decency and his determination to save her.

The faintly heard applause of the audience 
seen in the dream awakens Athanael, who 
is overcome with remorse that his mind 
should be filled with thoughts of this evil 
woman. This mood in turn gives way to a 
stern determination to convert her, and, 
heedless of the counsel of Palemon, he de- 
parts again for the city. 

The prelude to the second scene is de- 
signed to be an orchestra] painting of the 
city of Alexandria. It is melodious, easily 
to be comprehended, and demands no detailed 
analysis. The scene discloses a terrace be- 
fore the house of Nicas, a wealthy young 
philosopher and sybarite of Alexandria. 
Hither Athanael has come to seek introduc- 
tion to Thais who is to be the guest of Nicas 


at @ banquet that evening. Heis welcomed 


by his friend of former days. 

While waiting to be announced to Nicas 
Athanael addresses a philippic to the city 
of Alexandria, enabling the composer to ac- 
complish an effectivé recapitulation of his 
orchestral prelude. He is interrupted by 


the voices of Crobyle and Myrtale, two bea u- 


tiful slave girls of Nicas, who accompany 
their master as he appears upon the scene 
The dainty little oriental melody that is as- 
sociated with their song and later with the 
ballet is one of the Bacchanalian themes of 
the score (Ex. V.). For convenience it may 
be called the Nicas motif. 

Nicas welcomes the monk, but insists that 
if he will remain for the banquet he must 
be fittingly garbed, and the two slaves as- 
sume the task of making him presentable 
Meanwhile Nicas and his guest discuss Thais, 
the former prophesying failure for Athanael’s 
mission.

The act 
closes with a great aria for baritone, which 
is elaborated in the orchestral finale of the 
scene.

T would not have done for the creator of 
Marcus Ordeyne, of the Beloved Vage- 
bond. or of Septimus to come among us 
with the ordinary social prociivities of 
the average man.

To be specifically exact, the total attendance 


hattan banners to the National league, were 
262,149. Baseball attendance figures usually 
are more or less unreliable, because as a rule 
they are either reportorial guesss or full of 
„official padding. But in world’s or other 
post-season series, conducted under the rules 
ot the national commission, the exact paid 
attendance ts given out for each game by 
business representatives appointed by the na- 
| tonal commission. There is no doubting 
those figures, because the representatives 
have to aecount to the players, to the club 
owners, and to the commission for every 
revolution of the turnstile and for every 
} dollar taken in. 


World Series Draws 124,149. 

The world’s series between Athletics and 
Cubs drew 124,149 persons. The other two 
series attracted 137,924. The Giants and 
Highlanders played seven games, and s0 did 
Cincinnati and Cleveland. The world's series 
vent only five games. The games for the 
Manhattan pennant drew a total attendance 
| of 103,033, while those for the Ohio banner 
attracted only 34,894 in Cincinnati and Cleve-

The total revenue to the club owners 1s 
represented by the figures $120,049.86. The 
Chieago and Philadelphia chubs naturally di- 
vided the lion's share of this between them 
their combined share being $77,510.07. Their 
expenses also were more than double those 
of the other two series combined. The two 
New York club owners shared equally $34,- 
443.92 and the Cincinnati and Cleveland mag- 
‘nates divided $8,005.87 into two parts as 
nearly equal az it is posisble to split 7 cents. 

To the national commission went $27,305.47, 
of Which sum the world’s series contributed 
617.308. the New Tork series $8,146.20, and 
the Ohio championship series $1,851.27.

um and comes out cool enough to pack inte 
the freight car for shipping, handled once 
in that time Instead of eighteen times asin the 
old way.

Body Is Meirratoud Machine; 
An Engine in a Class by Itself. 


By JONAS HOWARD. 


HATEVER the wonders of ma- 
chinery turned out by the brain and 
hands of man, he never h ab- 
proached his own wonder self 
as a self-sustaining, movable, pow- 

erful piece of enginery capable of running 
year after year under hie own steam and 
effecting his own repairs in recreation and in 
sleep. 

The body of the normal man in good health 
ig one of the most powerful engines known. 
Its compactness and adjustability to almost 
any circumstance of work leave it without 
& competing unit. Over it all, too, the brain 
of the worker enters as guide and gauge to 
the accomplishment of its ends. In one 
working day this average man can lift a total 
of 3,000 tons one foot from the ground. A 
Jongshoreman loading a ship will average 
220 foot tons in a working day. And as he 
Works, tissues are breaking down under the 
train and building up again without cessa- 
tion of his labors. 

This full grown and able bodied man should 
eat every day 5,000 grains of lean meat, or its 
1 8,000 grains of bread, 7,000 grains 
of milk, 3.000 grains of potatoes, 600 grains 
of butter, and 33,000 grains of water—a total 
ration of nearly eight pounds. On this scale 
almost 8.000 pounds of foods and liquids a 
year are required to keep the body up to 
Working pitch.

Body Rebuilds Tissue Daily. ~ 


Each day the body rebuilds its broken down 
tissues; passing the remainder as wastes 
through lungs, the skin, excretory glands, 
and the like. Lungs and skin alone take 
care of about half the wastes from the sys- 
tem of the worker. 

Nothing is more simply complex than the 
lungs, taking in oxygen and throwing off the 

Ous carbon dioxide Space is needed 
for this chemical action, and in the lungs 
of the ordinary man a surface of 1,600 square 
feet is presented. This ts equal to the floor 
Space of a room forty feet square, and the 
minute vesicles which accommodate the 


necessary oxygen number 600,000,000 In the 
jungs anatomy. Each expiration averages 
about two cubic inches of carbon dioxide 
from the day's total inhalation of 400 cubic 
feet of oxygen. Each of these respirations 
contaminate about 5,000 cubic inches of air, 
or about half the content of an ordinary bar- 
rel. The carbon exhalations of one day, 
caught and solidified, would equal a lump 
of coal weighing about half a pound. 

The heart is a hollow muscle, master of 
the circulatory system, and without con- 
scious knowledge of the man. Bach side of 
the heart contains two ounces of blood, and 
as the heart contracts about seventy-five 
times a minute, this means that about one 
and one-sixth gallons of blood is pumped 
every minute. Pumping blood through the 
system, then, the heart handles about 613,200 
gallons a year, while the weight of the heart 
muscle itself ig about one-half pound. 

This stream of blood leaving the heart 
flows at the rate of 621 feet.a minute, seven 
miles an hour, and 61,300 miles a year. Air 
through which this volume of blood is puri 
fied is inhaled at the rate of forty-three 
inches a second and exhaled at fifty-two 
inches a second.

The external surfece of the body of a 
normal man has an area of twenty square 
feet and contains 7,000,000 perspiratory 
giands through which the blood pushes cer- 
tain of its poisonous elements. Also the 
skin has a certain respiratory function which 
operates in conjunction with the lungs. 
Through a healthy skin a man takes in about 
one-sixth of the quantity of oxygen that he 
takes into his lungs. 

In addition to all this the man-machine is 
a physica] laboratory, separating many sub- 
stances into constituent elements and manu- 
facturing such chemicals as gastric. juices, 
bile, and pancreatic fluids. The body as a 
whole is an electric battery and produces an 
appreciable amount of electricity. Yet re- 
duced to its constituent elements this won. 
derful human body is largely water.

Do the girls entertain in the parlor in the 
evening? Do they see their friends there“ 
Do they have socials and good times?" She 
looked at mein cold disapproval.

‘Home’ in Name Only. 


Suppose Chicago and other big cities were 
full ot these girls’ homes. Suppose every gir) 
working on small salary were rescued from 
the maddening influence of the hall bedroom.

Her life even sheltered in one 
of these homes is most abnormal. She is 
given no opportunity to meet nice young men 
in her own walk of life.

Denied the cheerful, uplifting, inspiring 
companionship of a young man her own age 
and circumstances, the nervous, anemic, 
clinging gir] is going to turn to another girl 
for sympathy and companionship. Two girls 
occupy the same room and the same bed for 
economy's sake. They are with each other, 
day and night, waking and sleeping. They 
are absolutely inseparable. They attend lect- 
ures, classes, theaters, and take their vaca- 
tions together. They grow jealous of other 
girl friends, have spells of temper and hys- 
terics, followed by pouting, they brood over 
fancied slights until the intimacy. becomes 
abnormal and dangerous. 

They lavish caresses and affection on each 
other, they talk and think only petty per- 
sonalities. Instead of a change of dress and 
an evening spent in healthful recreation, itis 
the small room, the couch, lounging in a ki- 
mono, eating cheap sweets, reading, well, 
“reading matter.“ since no one could call it 
literature. 

Every normal, healthy, natural girl needs 
the companionship and influence of an equal- 
ly fine, normal young man.

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Money Making for 


the Flower Lover. 


HIS ig a good time of the year for the 
flower lover who would add to her in- 
come. . 
Why, fall is here!“ cries the un- 
knowing one. 
to do with spring and summer. 

No, indeed. Autumn has become the busiest 
gardening season and is particularly to be 
seized for the money maker, because with a 
scarcity of blooms comes a demand for them. 

There is a notion that no one can be a profit- 
able gardener without much experience and 
more money. This may be true in big waya, 
but as well say you must live off father be- 
cause you cannot manage a department store 
as think you cannot make pocket money from 
@iowers because you cannot rum a green- 
house. 

Naturally you must have some knowledge 
of flower culture; but with the will to succeed 
that need not be so great at the outset as 
you imagine. One of the most successful hor- 
ticulturists of the country was forced into 
his life work late through failing health. 
What he did not know he made up in study 
and pure grit. 

There is 80 much practical advice on flower 
raising these days that it ie not hard fora 
girl to get all the information free on her 
particular line of flower raising. The main 
thing is not to be too ambitious at first. A 
big ending is far more encouraging than a 
splurgy beginning. 

R 
Easy Way for Beginner. 

The easiest thing for the beginner is bulb 
raising for the early market. No outlay 
ig required but that for good bulbs—and they 
are reasonable these days—a cool cellar to 
indace root growth and sunny Windows for 
later development. . 

All the early spring flowering bulbs can 
be raised in pots or by quantity in pans, and 
if started early enough, that is, at once, 
certain kinds can be had in bloom by Christ 
mas. 

Daffodils, hyacinths, tulips, are the most 
commonly grown, but lovely effects can be 
had with snowdrops, crocuses, Chionodoxa, 
or glory of the snow, squills, and other of the 
less well known bulbous plants. Freesias are 
also good for indoor growing, and Easter 
lilies, though more difficult, are not beyond 
the skill of the beginner. 

The girl .with an artistic sense can plant 
her bulbs in all sorts of odd receptacles and 
make charming combinations as by growing 
snow drops and squilis in the same pan or 
different varieties and colorings of the sam 
kind of bulb. ' 

Odd shaped bowls and vases can be filled 
with water and stones, and in them can be 
raised the Chinese sacred lily, various of 
tne Polyanthus narcissus and hyacinths. 

Special hyacinth glasses can be bought at 

reduced prices by the dozen, but as that, 
adds to the cost of the growing plant it ig 
possible to utilize glass preserving jars with 
wide motths. It will not hurt the plant for 
the purchaser to transfer it to more orna- 
mental quarters. Pebbles for these lily bowls 
can be bought for 10 cents a quart. 

Lilies of the valley are not hard to raise 
indoors and find a ready sale. Another good 
bulbous plant to experiment with is the al- 
limum. The best varieties for pot culture are 
A. Neapolitanum «nd A. Hermetti grandi- 
florum. 

It is impossible in an article the length 
of this to give complete directions for rais- 
ing these various plants. Any good floral 
catalogue supplies necessary directions and 
fuller particulars are to be had in books on 
bulb culture in public libraries. 

One thing is important: having gecided 
upon what bulbs you will grow start them 
at intervals, or at least bring them to the 
light ten days or so apart so as to have a 


— 


succession of blooming plants. Remember, | 


the best sales you will make is to have your 
bulbs in bloom when those of other growers 
are not advanced enough to sell. 

How to get a market for your plants de- 
pends largely upon circumstances. If you 
have a wide circle of friends the private 
market pays best, for dere is no commission. 
If vour home is well! cated or vou have ac- 
cess to a first floor room, the potted bulbs 
can be displayed in the window with an at- 
tractive “ Flowers for sale card attached. 

Some girls' can arrange with a florist to 
s she can raise up to a cer- 
tain standard; or a shopkeeper might dis- 

play them for sale on commission. The ob- 
"jection to this is thst flowers are a perishable 
commodity in the wrong atmosphere. 

One girl last winter and spring swallowed 
her pride and took part of a stall in the mar- 
ket. She had artistic notions and displayed 
her blooms so attractively that notice was 
at once taken of them. In this way she.ac- 
quired: so many patrons that they will follow 
her to her home this winter. She intends to 
abandon her market stall or to sell just ¢ 
few plants under the auspices of the owner 
of the stall. 2

Raising Flowers for Charity. 

Another girl raised pots of lovely daffodils, 
tulips, and hyacinths, and had a small boy 
peddle them from door to door for her. She 
had a specially contrived box tray built so 
there was no danger of the plants being hurt 
by the cold air. : 

Many women who love flowers but do not 
need to raise them for.pin money, go in for 
bulb culture for charity. The bulbs are 
started so that most of them are in bloom 
at the same time. Notices are then sent out 
for a flower sale in one’s own drawing room. 
Prices vary, there being pots with a single 
tulip or hyacinth for as little ag 10 cents. 
Sometimes light refreshments are added to 
the flower sales.

Some of Mrs. Eddy's business habits are 
unusual She has made it a rule when draw 
ing money from her savings for some special 
reason to consider it in the light of a loan.

Water Supplies 


HE water of the Canadian Niagara fair 
is making amends for the lack of oo 
in the province of Ontario, and ‘t Is 
working for all the people and not for 
a few private corpotations. Under the 
direct supervision of the hydro-eleiriec com- 
mission there have been develéped within 
the last five years on the Canadian 814 60 000 
horse power from the falls. This is being 
distributed to Ontario towns as far away as 
800 miles, for the operation of public utilities 
ond at a cheap rate. The transmission scheme 
iz sald to be the largest in the world and the 
volfage the highest known, 110,000 vol. 
The transformer station at Niagara takes 
the power on delivery at 12,000 volts From 
thence a 60,000 horse power double trans- 
mission line, operating at 110,000 volta, son- 
veys the current to a controlling station at 
Dundas. From Dundas the line is continued 
east to Toronto without any intermediate 
station. A double line of the same capacity 
and voltage also runs from Dundas via Vi'ood- 
stock and London to St. Thomas, with trans- 
ſoꝛ ner stations at each of these places. From 
Dundas also proceeds a similar line north and 
west via Guelph, Preston, Berlin. Stratford,

Tunics are in all lengths. The knee depth form or 
longer, however, is most effective. The strong new 
note in tunics is the short tunic with the high waist 
line. They are made of beaded tulle, real lace, mous- 
seline and chiffon, tucked. These short tunics are 
most Gifficult to wear successfully and should gener- 
ally de avolded by the woman who is trying to make 
the most of the matter of dress. 


The bodices, which accompany most of the informal 
frocks, are of various types. Some of them have 
fichus, others deep neck frills falling from the round 
collar in Pierrot fashion, while others show the high 
guimpe. Sometimes this guimpe is of plain black or 
colored mousseline or chiffon, with a second guimpe 
of cream or metallic effect. There are guimpes of 
lace and net, although these are not nearly so chic 
as the unadorned mousseline or chiffon which veils 
the throat without asserting itself aggressively. 


Many of these guimpes have a hemstitched finish at 
the collar top, and occasionally a band of black satin 
or velvet makes an odd collar finish above the semi- 
transparent white. An entire closed collar of black 
velvet is sometimes associated with a transparent 
guimpe, but the effect is odd rather than charming. 
While a great many of the bodices are of the most 
complicated cut, the effect is usually simple. 


In regard to sleeves, there ts no decided change. 
Among the extreme models shown at a recent open- 
ing one model had & sleeve consisting of a short puff 
drawn into the cuff just below the elbow. This, in 
chiffon, was placed over a fitted full length under 
sleeve, also of chiffon. The outer sleeve was entirely 
free from the under sleeve. Afternoon dresses are 
shown with both full length and short sleeves, ütting 
the atm closely. Evening dresses have all lengths 
of sleeves or no sleeves at sil, In some models the

Evening dresses are cut extremely décolleté. The 
upper part of all dressy costumes is most transpar- 
ent, revealing the arms and shoulders to the bust. 
As @ rule, these are elaborately trimmed, jeweled trim~ 
ming, spangles, gold and silver laces, metal embroid- 
eries, and heavy jet ornaments being used. , 

In debutantes’ frocks, the skirts are ful 
ing underpetticoats, narrow and quite elaborately 
trimmed with old fashioned quillings, garlands‘ of fow- 
ers, rosettes, bands, and embroidery. Others are in tu 
style, with all the trimmings on the overdress apa 
the underpetticoats cut exceedingly narrow. 

The materials mostly favored this season are the 
white crépes, cachemere de sole of the broché or 
damask order, innumerable simple lovely mousselines 
and chiffons, white nets, and lace. Narrow fringe, 
especially the little ball fringe of jet pearl, crystal, or 
steel, is much used in connection with these materials. 

* * 

Some of the sheer skirts are faced deeply with 
broadcloth to match, and in order to avoid a hem this 
cloth is attached to an entire skirt liming or foundéa- 
tion of chiffon quite separate from the outer skirt 
save at the band. 

These narrow, limp skirts and tunics of the modish 
frocks are drawn down into the approved narrow lines 
by -various devices. Sometimes the leaded 
weight sewed into the hem are intrusted with 
important task.

Catches Cold. 


The old problem of how to keep warm is | 


almost with us again, and the woman who 
looks a fright all winter because she is al- 
ways catching cold has begun to mourn. 

It seems difficult for women to strike a 
healthy compromise in their clothes. They 
are too warmly or too thinly clad. Both 
methods are injurious. The woman who looks 
aghast at the girl wearing low shoes, thin 
stockings, and a Dutch-necked chiffon blouse 
under a loose coat is probably just as fool- 
ish, for she is wearing a flannel underskirt, a 
woolen blouse, a heavy coat, and furs around 
her neck. 

It is true that no two persons feel the cold’ 
in the same way. Zero is pleasure to some 
and agony to others. One woman shivers at 


loses her temper if she has to remain in a 
heated room. Granting these differences, it 
is yet true that few women meet the require- 
ments of winter in a judicious manner. The 
woman who is cold thinks she is right in 
hugging a radiator and clothing herself like 
an Eskimo. The other woman thinks she is 
hardening herself by facing icy weather with 
as little to protect her as possible. 

The womnan who bundles up from October 
until Apri) only softens the muscles and tis- 
sues of her body to such an extent that they 
cannot stand any accidental exposure. The 
body is so moist with the heat engendered by 
flannel and fur, by wool and leather, that it 
becomes impossible to keep warm under any 
healthy amount of heat. 

Doctors agree that clothing of any appre- 
clable weight is not good, and the manufac- 
turers have met this dictum by making excel- 
lent fabrics and undergarments that have 
warmth without weight. 

The wearing of lingerie and silk blouses fs 
a healthy practice, as the body Is sufficiently 
protected by a warm ooat when one goes 
into the air, and the lingerie is sufficiently 
heavy when one remains in a héated room. 

One’s clothing should be entirely deter- 
mined by the temperature; and the old- 
fashioned idea that it is necessary to wear 
the same amount and weight of clothing from 
fall to spring only survives among the un- 
enlightened.

What vistas the abolition cr morganatic marriage] 


and its connected theory that “a king must marry a 
queen will open to the romancer need not be more 
than noted.

When one thinks of morganatic marriage one thinks 
of Austria. The world never has been able to forget 
the supremest tragedy in the life of that emperor of 
sorrows, Franz Josef—the mysterious death of the 
Archduke Rodolph at Meyerling. Rodolph was the only 
son of this aged monarch and his wife, the murdered 
Elizabeth, who died by an anarchist’s dagger at Lake 
Geneva. There had been enough unhappiness for this 


royal pair before Meyerling. The emperor and his wife 


hated each other cordially. He bore the pain of it and 
assuaged it with hunting and affairs, and she exiled 
herself on Corfu, giving her tears to the Mediterranean 
or dreaming over the melancholy pages of Heine, whose 
marble image guarded the stoop of her palace.

“TIT have always watched with the greatest interest 
the development of the petrol engine,” said Mr. Pen 
berton, “and it always has been somewhat of a mystery 
to me that never until quite recently has any serious 
attention been given to this motive power with regard 
to naval warfare.

One chance shot which happened to reath the petrol 
tenders would immediately smother the shif u a vast 
sheet of flame, something like a mile in length. ‘The 
scene of the fight would probably be a sea Of Same. 
for thé escaping petrol would durn on the water and 
spread rapidly over its surface. It ts a question, how- 
ever, whether the nations would consider these danger 
to the pergonnel of the ships when their advantages 
over & steam driven vessel would be so great, and the 
standardization of the petrol dreadnought would place 
them all on a level.

was Secretary of war in Monroe’s cabi- 
net, was hostile to Jackson during the Piorida war, 
in Monroe's days, and the refusal of the wife of Cu- 
houh and those of the members of Jackson's cabinet 
in 1899 to recomnize socially Mrs. Baton, wife of Jack- 
son’s secretary of war. : : 

The origin of the social war which changed factors 
in politics and directly resulted in the formation of 
the Whig party, was this: 

John H. Baton, a personal friend of Jackson, was 
appointed by Jackson secretary of war and took ‘his 
seat in the cabinet in March, 1829, on Jackson's en- 
trance inte office. Eaton a few months earlier mar- 
ried Mrs. Timberlake, whose maiden name was Mar- 
garet L. O'Neill (called Peggy O'Neill), a woman of 
great beauty, of some accomplishments, and of un- 
bounded ambition. She was the daughter of a Wash- 
ingten tavern keeper.

it known to his personal friends immediately after 
the administration began that he desired that Mra.

The wife of Vice President Calhoun and the wi ses 


of all the members of the cabinet who bad aay 
wives refused to recognige Mrs. Baton. Jackson took 
up her cause with his usual energy, and the ques- 
tion entered politics. Van Buren, the secretary ot 
State, was a widower and had no daughters. He was 
thus free to extend to Mrs. Eaton the conveational 
courtesies, which he did with the dignity and grace tor 
which he was noted. ; 

This made Van Buren's political fortune There had 
been rivalry between Calhoun and Van Buren previously 
for the successton te Jackson Im the presidency. The 
Demeecratic party was then miete, and the man 
who got the presidential candMacy was certain of 
election. Jackson was the party's dictater, aad Cat- 
houn, by his position as Vice president and by his 
promisence in the past, was popularly believed to 
stand next in the line te Jackson. In the fret yrar 
or two of Jackson's first term his feeble health was 
thought to be a barrier in the way of his acceptance 
of a BOmination for a second term, and Calhoun was 
popularig supposed te be his political heir. The s- 
covery, through the Crawford disclosures, of the un- 
friendliness of Calhoun for Jackson in 1618, in the 
Montee eabinet, and the quarrel which the Eaton tn- 
cldent Brought, destroyed this hope, while Van du 
ren’s championship of Mrs. Maton’s cause endeated 
him to Jackson.

LITTLE while wince when *Treddie” 
Gebhard died in New York, Amefica tost 
its most glorious spender. A few years 
ago he reveled in wealth. His income 
was not less than $100,000 a year, and his 
ways of spending that money were more 
fearful than the mere fact that he had 
enough: to pay for the extravagances he 
assumed. When the last word in life’s book was writ- 
ten for Gebhard it was found that the prince of 
spenders died poor. He could not pay his debts, even 
to his own sister, and his will left her the remnant of 
the great estate that had once been his—a paltry 
$10,000. To the Fiorodora girl he had married only a 
few years before his will left nothing. She hurried 
from Washington to the dying man’s bed and wept 
out the bitterness of a life touched most grievously 
by pain. That was her heritage; that was all he had 
to leave her. 

And the other day another prince of spenders ap- 
peared in court to tell the secrets of the monumental 
cheat which had given him wealth and station. He 
told the tale of the machinations which had permittad 
him to light dollar cigars with $20 bills and tip waiters 
with more than a week's pay for serving a cocktail 
well. Today he stands on the precipice of ruin. His 
fortune he has scattered to the breezes and his “ repu- 
tation he has sold for a song.“ 

Two paths lie open to Henry C. Ostermann, and he 
is not permitted to choose. Prison may close its steel 
doors behind him, or a life of labor at the old game of 
braking trains invites as a refuge. A little while ago 
the man who might have dared to hint at the spectacle 
of Henry Ostermann again braking a train would have 
been sneered at as a fool.

Says He Withheld Fact Prosecut- 
ing Witness Had Unsound Mind 


GRANTS ACCUSED NEW TRIAL 


Publisher Convicted on “ Incompe- 
ten it’s”? Evidence for Mail Fraud. 


After reprimanding Assistant United States 
District Attorney W. R. Medaris for with- 
holding’ facts in a case from the court Judge 
K. M. Landis in the United States District _ 
court yesterday ordered a new trial granted | 
for 8. B. Turner, the negro publisher, who is 
charged with having $40,000 in stolen notes 
his poesession. : 

Turner was found gullty of the charge by a 
‘Jury in Judge Landis’ court on the evidence 
of Richard J. Sweeney, a former letter car- 
rier, who testified that he had stolen a letter 
containing the notes from the mails and had 
given them to Turner to dispose of. Turner 
testified that he had found the envelope on 
the street and had made efforts to find the 
owners in order to return the valuables. 


Say Sweeney Not Competent. 


Attorneys for Turner told Judge Landis | 


that Sweeney had been treated for mental 
deficiency a few years ago and that he was 

not a competent witness on whose testimony 
their client had been found guilty of the 
charge. f 


After the court had ascertained. thet 
Sweeney had been treated for a mental dis- 
ease by Dr. Oscar D. King at Lake Geneva, 
the order granting Turner a rehearing was 
entered. 

‘IT always understood that it was the duty 
of the prosecuting officer,” Judge. Landis 
told the assistant district attorney, to bring 
out all the facts and circ of an 
alleged crime as wel for the defense as for 
the prosecution. If that fis not the law, we 
are a barbarous people. 


Prosecutor’s Duty to Show Facts. 

“If the prosecuting witness is an insane 
man or of feeble mentality, it is the duty 
of the prosecuting officer to bring out these 
facts. If no court ever held that, I will 
hold it to be a law now. I never want An- 
other criminal case in my court where the 
prosecuting officer does not present all the 
facts. 

“I order that Sweeney be examined as to 
his mental condition by Drs. Hugh T. Pat- 
rick and Archibald Church.“ 

In granting the retrial Judge Landis sald 
that would be heard by Judge Carpenter, 
as he would not hear k again. 

Mr. Medaris said that the government's 
men were aware that Sweeney was of weak 
mental caliber, but that he did not think it 
was his duty tostate this to the defense.
